murder scene in September. 

Some of the businesses 
served their last customers 
Thursday and complained that 


its last $4.95 breakfast special of 
two eggs, two bacon strips and 
two pancakes Thursday morn- 
ing. A sign posted in the win- 
dow said, “Aloha! We are closing 
today after breakfast. Mahalo 
for 20 plus years of support!” 

Some other tenants said they 
hadn't received a formal notice, 
and so they expect to keep their 
doors open even though the 
landlord communicated in an 
email that Thursday was to be 
their last day of business.
